Hope Definitely 


Short on Paving 


Las* 20 Years 


South Walnut street, whose prop- 


erty owners were reported yesler- 


,-(7flay as proceeding with plans to 
^organize a paving improvement 


district, is just one o£ several sec- 
tions of Hope which could do with 
hard-surfaced streets. 


The plain facts arc that property 


owners spread out fairly liberally 
on paving ventures about 1929 — 
but have been overly conservative 
ever since. 
, 
The census figure moved steadily 


upward; but largo paving projects 
withered on the vine. 


It used to be that property own- 
,Acrs paid 100 per cent of paving 
Wc9sts (less state aid on through 


highway routes), but the city came 
along with a generous offer 
to 


stand part of the cost of hard-sur- 
faced streets regardless where they 
arc- built — and, surprisingly en- 
ough, there has been much less 
pavement laid on this cut-rate plan 
than when the property owner had 
to stand all of it. 


Some of the older sections of the 


town still have gravel streets. May- 
be this is a sound business idea: 
^These houses built in a low-cost 
'®bra would gain immensely by hav- 


ing a hard-surfaced street in front 
of,.them — and it would be striking 
an average . . .yesterday's low-cost 
housing-plus a modern street. 


Automobiles like paved streets, 


of course, but the basic idea of 
hard-surfacing is to allow house- 
holders to get rid of dust. Pave- 
ment is the only answer. Oiling 
gravel streets is a pretty sorry sub- 
stitute — a fact a lot of people 
must be thinking about as we .ap- 
proach the hot season, 
as You can go too far on a good 
"thing and get hurt, it is true. But 


it might be well to back off and 
take a long lool: at our town, and 
decide 
whether we haven't been 


too cautious on street-paving the 
last 20 years. You run out of pave- 
ment in many sections before you 
are well into the residential area. 
Hope's longer arms make the coat- 
sleeves seem even shorter. 


And the greater the mileage of 


hard-surfaced streets the more we 
will bring under control the traffic 
t dust which rises in the residential 
•^districts and settles over the entire 


city during the hot months.

No Comment 
From West on 
Red Offer 


London, April 26 — (.<P) — Russia 


said today she has offered a deal 
to end the Berlin blockade, main 
point of friction in the cold war. 


The proposal, announced by the 


official Soviet news agency Tass 
would call off the blockade in ad- 
vance of a meeting of Big Four 
foreign ministers, if the 
Western 


powers will set o date for the 
meeting acceptable lo the 
Soviet 
.mion. 
' 


Tass said the proposal already 
has been given to Dr. Philip C. 
Jessup, U. S. ambassador-at-large, 
by the Soviet United Nations dele- 
gate, J. A. Malik. 


There has been no comment by 


any of the Western powers. 


If the offer is what 
Tass 
re- 


ported, it would mark a major con- 
cession by the Russians. 


Negotiations in the past have 


broken clown, both in and outside 
the United Nations, on the subject 
of timing. The Western powers 
have insisted that the blockade be 
lifted before any Big Four session. 


As 
Tass 
described 
the 


offer, 
the Russians now propose 


that their blockade and the West- 
ern powers' counter-blockade be 
lifted, and that the four nations' 
foreign ministers then meet and 
discuss 
all outstanding 
German 


problems. They had been adamant 
against such timing in past negol 
iations. 


The Western powers and Gcr 


man leaders in their zone reached 
an historic agreegrccment last night 
set up a West German republic 
completely divorced from the So 
vict zone and operating under it: 
O'.vti constitution. Presumably this 
would be among the problems to 
arise at a 
four-power 
meeting, 


since the Russians have opposcc 
thul plan. 


The Soviet union, Tass said, spe- 


cifically offered to leave until the 
four-power meeting the subject of 
restoring a single currency in Ber- 
lin, one of the big subjects of dis- 
cord. The Soviet sector has a Rus- 
sian-backed

U.S. Ships Move 
Out of Shanghai 
Battle Area

Shanghai, April 28 —(B— Heavy 


J. S. naval vessels moved out of 
Shanghai today as two Communist 
spearheads 
rolled 
toward 
the 
hanghai-Hangchow area. 
The Communist radio in Peiping 


aoasled two Nationalist armies, the 
20th and 99th, had been wiped out. 
Two towns, Ihing, 85 miles west of 
here, and Chingtai, 60 miles south- 
west of Nanking, were 
captured, 
he radio said. 


The Communist broadcast said

vance units were around Soochow 
(Wuhsicn), 40 miles west of, here.

The American ships went clown

Movement of, 
the ships into the Yangtze estuary 
will put them out of artillery range
